WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—President 


Wilson has not the powc-r to decjare 
peace by proclamation nor could he 
consent in anr circumstances to take 
such a .course prior to the ratification 
of a formal treaty of peace by the 
Senate. The President so wrote Sen- 
ator Fall today In answer to one of 
the 20 written, questions the Senator 
presented at the White House confer- 
ence Tuesday. 


Replying to another question, the 


President said the provision of the 
treaty that it should come into force 
after 
ratification by Germany and 


three ol the principal associated pow- 
ers

merely to 
establish 


peace between those ratifying powers 
and that it was "questionable whether 
it can be said that the League of Na- 
tions is any true sense create., j? 
the association of. only three of tbe 
Allied and associated governments." 


As to the question of when normal 


condiiions might be restored the Pres- 
ident said he could only express the 
confident opinion that immediate rati- 
fication of tbe treaty and acceptance 
of the covenant o£ the league as writ- 
ten "would certainly within the near 
future reduce the cost o'f living," both 
in this country and abroad through 
the restoration of 'production and 
commerce to normal. 


To Senator Fall's question relating 


to the disposition of Germany's pos- 
sessions, the President said the ar- 
rangement in tthe treaty conveyed no 
title to the Allied and associated pow- 
ers but merely "entrusts disposition, 
of the territories In question to their 
decision."

ing the lower grades still reporting 
time lost because o; no demand. Tbc 
average daily rate of production, in 
the week of August 3 was 1.5&8.000 
tons, compared with more than 2,000.- 
000 tons a year ago when the market 
was strong enough to absorb any coal 
produced.

verting the product of hte miae into 
coke. On the other hand, if a coal car 
shortage becomes acute or persistent, 
the logic of the situation will be that 
coke demand will expand, in which 
case there will be substantial induce- 
ment for the addition of still more 
ovens to the active list. 


In either event conditions favor the 


Coimellsville fuel producer if the in- 
discretion is not committed of forcing 
the market or boosting prices to the 
limit of "what the traffic will bear." 
If the wiser counsels in the tr;uie pre- 
vail neither of these things will be 
done. It may safely be predicted, how- 
ever, that the experience ol the past 
•will be accepted as a true loiide oi 
the "future and the advantages of the 
present situation conserved i>y prud- 
ent restrictions rather than imperiled 
by too great eagerness to attain a 
quick return to a normal volume of 
trade.
